C!KO Cannot IJu Called "Petty Details." 


The new paper for women called Tho 


^nuuican Woman has a department of 
"nonpartisan politics" conducted by Por- 
tia. In the last number Portia prollers \A 
Mr Cleveland her feminine compassion be- 
cause so much of his time and thought is 
employed in tho exercise of his constitu- 
tional prerogative of giving out the federal 
offices. Having expressed thin kind sympa- 
thy,' she says in conclusion: 


"Somehow, as one watcher thin routine 


of national affairs, one is ptono to wonder 
just wli3 to the president falls so large a 
Hbare of tho petty details of the goveru- 
ia*-i>t's business. It seems such a waste of 
time and force." 


SYe will tell Pbrlia why this is so, and 


she will sec that it is not at all wonderful. 


One of the strongest muniments of tho 


president's ofiico is the power conferred on 
him by the constitution to make appoint- 
ments to office under the federal govern- 
ment "by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate," or of his own notion alone, 
in the cases of "inferior officers," when 
such authority is expressly vested in him 
by law of congress. The president has no 
other constitutional power more important 
to him. lie cannot initiate or forvvatd leg- 
islation. He can only "recommend" to con- 
gresa "such measures as he shall judge 
necessary and expedient," but he can suk-ct 
"officers of the UmtedStates," subject only 
to the approval of the senate. 


Consequently this power is one of the 


chief safeguards of tltc authority and dig- 
nity of tho executive office. If it were vest- 
ed in the- legislative bianch of the govern- 
ment solely, the executive branch would 
have little actual power left to it. The 
president could "grant reprieves and par- 
dons for oflenses against the United State.*' 
ojve*»pt in OUSOH of impc'jicbment." With 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the senate 
he could make treaties, though that puts 
the real treaty making power In tho senate. 
He could "on extraordinary occasions con- 
vene both bouses or either of them" or ad? 
journ them "in case of disagreement be 
tween them with respect to the time of ad- 
journment." He would have the power 
of vetoing a bill of congress, subject, 
however, to the authority of two-thirds 
of congress to make it law over bis veto. 
He would be the titular "commander in 
chief of the army and navy of the United 
States and of the militia of the several 
states when railed into the actual service 
of the United States," bubject to the sole 
authority of congress "to declare war," 
"raise and support armies," "make intea 
fci tho government and regulation of tha 
land and naval forces" and "provide for 
calling iorth the militia toexecute the Ian3 
of the Union, suppress insurrections and 
repel invasions." 


The great and inalienable powers of the 


.Mi'sident under thu constitution are there- 
role confined to the power of veto, mak- 
ing his will equivalent tothatof two-thirds 
ofeongrcsB, the power of negotiating treaties 
„„., 
i.i« .. «,-,.- »•,;.«-!.. ,,f tJ,n Bcnata and 


the |>uivor of selecting oflicers and agents, 
Hubjfctto confirmation by the senate. The 
most important of these powersin the prac- 
tical conduct of an administration is tho 
last. If congress or the senate had tho 
iibility to select the officers and put them 
on the president against his will, his ad- 
ministration would be completely at its 
mercy. He would lie the mere creature of 
the legislative department. The executive 
would not have independence enough to re- 
tain the respect of either congress or tho 
people. 


AH it ii under tho constitution, the presi- 


dent holds his power over congress chiefly 
through this prorogate e of selection of bin 


ents. Congress cannot thrust on him 


agents he does not want. II9 picks out his 
own agents, and the senate must take or 
i eject them. The offices being so numcr 
ous, (hey accordingly constitute an e.^en 
tial element of the political strength of the 
president 
With them in his hands, he can 


preserve the equilibrium between the exec- 
utive and legislative departments of the 
government 
lie can use them as his most 


efficient means, of influencing congress. 


These, Portia, arc the facts, and they ex-

ment's business." Hut the selection of of- 
ficeholders is not a petty detail. It is a 
large and important prerogative of the ex- 
ecutive office. 
With the exception of it, 


the exercise of the right to veto and the 
suggestion of treaties to the senate, all the 
other business intrusted to the president 
consists of petty details 
It is chiefly cere- 


monial, making of bim a figurehead only 
With the power to select and "commission 
all officers of the United States," he has 
real and positive executive authority, in- 
trinsic in bit* office and not confeired by 
congi ens 


Of course the process of making the se- 


lection of .so many thousands of officers is 
somewhat laborious, but in tact presidents 
have so small a range of other duties under 
the restrictions of the constitution that 
they have ample time for the discharge of 
a duty so valuable to their office. It can he 
performed and is actually performed by 
Mr. Cleveland now during a few honrs of 
each walking day. His ceremonial func- 
tions aside' and the adjournment of con- 
gress relieving him from the necessity of 
considering and signing bills passed, the 
management of the offices is his main busi- 
ness. Their distribution also brings him 
in contact with the most active represent- 
atives of his party from all parts of tlie 
Union, and thus he is enabled to get a view 
of political sentiment of prime importance 
to him in his administration. 


The recourse of office seekers to him, 


moreover, is a tribute to his power which 
cannot be ungrateful to the human nature 
of a president. It is necessary, too, that 
either bydirs-ct personal contact or through 
Information conveyed to him by senators 
nud representatives the president should 
acquaint himself with the quality, qualifi- 
cations and just claims of the many thou- 
sands of individuals he is to appoint as ex- 
ecutive agcets. 


Presidents accordingly do notdeserve the 


tender sympathy which is so creditable to 
Portia's feminine heart. They are rather 
enviable men. 
They have attained the 


highest end to which political ambition 
can aspire in this republic. Having got 
the power from the people, they are glad to 
exercise it. It is what they were after. 
As compared with the run of active busi- 
ness men, they are not overtaxed. They do 
net work harder than kings and emperors.

more of tho solution than if water alone 
were used, about one-quarter moio being 
considered the proper increasu. Mr. U.ilmt 
reports that with this solution mortar lias 
been observed to harden at a tempera! ,1111 
about U degrees below freexim; will] at 
least twice the rn le of a similar mortar with- 
out soda at a temperature 1-i degri'us ulxno 
the freezing point. While the biirl.icu li.inl 
ens much more quickly, however, I lie in- 
terior remains moist longer, and on (Ins m- 
count the soda i.sobjectionable.

Any 
person having a worthy invention ani 
beint; without capital to put it forwari 
may apply to the corporation for a plant 
and i f his invention meets with the fa-ro- 
of tho stockholders the shop will be 
erectod and sold to tho inventor as his 
profits come in, but all the men employ- 
ed th ere must Hvo in the model city. 
Tho 'projector of tho enterprise says he 
is gh ing life to what in 10 years will be 
a city of 200,000 people. 


It \vill bo interesting to watch the out- 


come of this rather novel form of co- 
operative action. It may not result in 
all tl^o advantages its projector fancies, 
but i f it brings about a city laid out in 
all r( spects after an intelligent and com- 
prehc msive plan*it will attract newcomers 
even though no other advantages arc 
offer')d.

A CelelTrated'Hoax. 


Although the story of Mr. T. B. Con- 


nery, formerly managing editor of th« 
New York Herald, regarding the famous 
wild beast hoax of that paper which 
was perpetrated gome 20 years ago ie 
contrary to the impressions long main- 
tained by newspaper men, it has the 
merit of reason and is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. The idea of imposing upon the 
public in this way has usually been at- 
tributed to Mr. Bennett himself, but it 
appears that he was more sinned against 
than sinning, for his friends all blamed 
him for the imposition, when he know 
nothing about it until after it occurred. 


Mr. Connery says he himself was the 


originator of the loosened wild animal 
story, and that his object was to warn 
the piiblic of an impending danger. Bui 
ho woefully mistook the effect of th« 
story. He first thought of the mattei 
while watching the transfer of some ani- 
mals to Central park one day, Througl 
carelessness one of the animals camt 
near escaping. He continues: 


My first impulse was to oall public attontioi 


to the accident and to give the monagerio met 
a sound scolding through tho columns of th< 
Ainorlca.il Tlmnderer, but I thought better of It 
What would be the vise of a little scolding and « 
few warnings? Tho menagerie men would onlj 
bo a little more careful for awliilo and tliou re- 
lapse into their old habits, if carelessness wai 
really one of their habits, of which I did nol 
know. The public would soon forget all aboul 
it, and nurses and children would continue tc 
go to the menagerie as of old on the theorj 
that lightning never strikes the same plact 
twice. So I resolved to think over someothoi 
plan than an ordinary beware to tlio public 
and the everyday scolding to officials. 


That night in bed the idea came to me—eel 


up a harmless littlo hoax with Just onouel 
semblance of reality to give a salutary, warn- 
ing. That was what occurred to me, and tlie 
idea grew fast and furious, especially tlio fui 
of it, and I jotted down quickly the headingi 
of my hoe-x to givo to one of the reporters t< 
develop and embellish. I became enamored 01 
my idea—a very dangerous thing, for whon on< 
allows one's self to lie thus carried away ont 
is apt to see only that side of tho idea thai 
tickles his fancy. It was precisely what hap- 
pened to mo. I saw only the laugh which th« 
publication of euch a tremendous hoax would 
produce. To my shame, ho it confessed, I wa! 
utterly blind to tho serious side of the lioax. 


It appears that after considerable con- 


sultation the story was finally writtei 
by Mr. J. I. C. Clarke, now a well 
known New York editor. The article 
covered sbc columns of The Herald and 
started out by describing how a reckless 
keeper provoked the rhinoceros by prod 
ding Win; how the aiiimal burst from its 
fastenings and killed the keeper; how 
next the infuriated beast killed anothei. 
daring keeper and broke down the bars 
of all the cages, liberating the Numid- 
ian lion, the elephant, the Bengal tigers, 
tho lionesses, panthers, bears, leopards, 
hyenas, wolves and serpents, while a bat- 
tle royal among the fierce animals raged 
on the floors of the menagerie. 


One after another the animals leaped 


from the menagerie and scattered them- 
selves over the city, killing or mutilat- 
ing beasts, men and women all aver the 
town. General John A. Dix was extolled 
for shooting the leopard "on the spot;'' 
Lester Wallack for putting a bullet in 
ono of tho tigers, with Mayor Hall look- 
ing on close behind; John Morrissey, a 
famous pugilist, gambler and politician 
in those days, for "fighting the tiger," 
delivering a deadly blow from the right 
shoulder. And so tho story went on, 
column after column, finally winding 
Tip with: 


Of course tho entire story given above is a 


pure fabrication. Not ono word of it is true. 
Not a single act or incident described has taken 
place. It is a huge hoax, a wild romance, ot 
whatever other epithet of utter untrustworthi- 


Very few read this last paragraph, 


however, and the hoax created such a 
fright in the city that Mr. Conneiry be- 
gan to feel that ho had made a mistake 
before he had got half way down town 
the next morning. Before he had ar- 
rived at The Herald office he was simply 
horrified, so he says, at tho mischief he 
had created, and he stopped the presses 
from running off extras as quickly as 
possible. 


Tho only doubtful point about Mr. 


Connery's explanation is that a man of 
his undoubted ability and experience as 
an editor could have been mistaken as 
to the effect the 'hoax would produce 
upon tho public.

From the 
thickly settl -d portions of the county, 
ike Doylestown, Bristol, New Hope 
and Quakertown, we have had this kind 
Of people before tlio Court. We Imve 
discharged some, sent otheis to prison, 
lad them stund up here and talcc the 
jledge, and in every instance the 
jledge has been broken. We can't 
<eep these people in prison all the time, 
t apparent!} does them uo good and 
the law does not contemplate long son-. 
or such crimes. 


If there is any other cause at the 


jottom of these cases it is time to 
strike at it, and to strike vigorously 
As long as these men are sober, they 
are safe at large; when drunk they are 
dangerous. 
We have two such men 


n the dock now (refeiriug to McG-tnley 
and Milligan), both have been here 
before. 
Thay belong to this class, but 


they ought to be respectable men. In- 
stead thev are here to answer the 
charge ef ubsault and battery with 
nteut to kill. 


Now, the law permits the sale of in- 


toxicating drinks, but only under cer- 


tin restrict ons. The landlord ib ex- 
ected to obey the law; if he does 
ot he must be bald to a strict ac- 
ouutability. It is to the interest of 
very respectable landlord that the 
lass of people referred to should not 
e furnished intoxicating drinks. 
To 


o so brings them into suspicion and 
isrepute, and subsequently entails 
pou them expenses .and inconveni- 
nce. 
We do not say that people who 


o out of court publicly branded as 
ersons of known intemperate habits 
et 
intoxicated from 
liquor sold 


irectly to them by landlords, because 
t does seem contrary to common 
*nse 
mat 
u respeuttujrc 
lamiiwt'u 


rould do this. He might as well be 
xpected to put his baud in the fire. 


But undei the present law there has 


[-rung up a class of intermediaries— 
uen who, themselves apparently sober 
nd law-abiding, for the sake of a 
ittle gain, buy liquor for persons who 
aunot get it at hotels themselves, 
ust in proportion as the landlords 
'beys the laws, these intermediaries 
irospcr. 
They watch around the 


lotels, and when a man is refused 
iquor, follow him out and bargain 
ith him to buy him his whisky. 
In 


some cases, the Court -regrets to say 
bat these ;;o-bctweens are in league 
with the landlord. 
If you want to 


top the evil you must strike at the 
root. It will not do to protect these 
o between1, and if they are protected 
by officers, they, too, should be pun- 
shed more >everely than the man com- 
mitting the offence. 


The Court has reason to believe that 


there are a number of people in Bris- 
,ol who follow this business of furu- 
shing liquor to habitual drunkards, 
and that they are protected by the 
constables. 
We have a case before us 


in which the constable, although he 
knew who furnished liquor to a person 
convicted of drunkeness in this court, 
refused to make a return until threat- 
ened with prosecution fur his failure 
to do so. 


We now lay these matters before 


you for yojr action, recommendation 
and comment. The moral sentimiint 
in a community is in a measure repre- 
sented by ;ou, and you cannot expect 
any degree of law and order above the 
level of your own actions. This is a 
question of dollars and cents to the 
people of the county 
If there is any 


way of doing away with this character 
of crime by eradicating it and its 
causes, you are not onlj doing your 
duty to the law, but conferring a 
favor upon the tax-payers by taking 
prompt ad ion.

was detailed to look up Huut, who 
was said to be a well-known man about 
town. He found Hunt in the Girard 
House barroom, and arrested him and 
took him before Magistrate Clement, 
at the City Hall, who committed the 
prisoner under $1000 bail for a further 
hearing next Friday. 


The detectives say that Hunt for- 


merlj was a prosperous livery stable 
proprietor, but, ruined himself by 
gambling.
